Nor can indeed too much Commendation be 
given: to that Pleaſant Proſpe&t, which falutes a 
Stranger's Eye as he ſayles along the Shoar to Car/ifle 
Bay, the Chief Road for Ships in the Iſland, ſecu- 
red from Forraign Invaſion by a Fort-Royal ſtrong- 
ly built of Stone, and ſituated in the Eaſtermoſt 
Point of Land that Compaſſes that Bay, in which 
there is conſtantly mounted 40 Guns, whoſe warm 
Mouths ſpoke Terrour to De Ruyter in his Attempt 
on that Iſland in the Year 1664. At the Bottom of 
ry ſtands the Bridge-Town, which hath twice 
ſince its firſt building been reduced almoſt ro no- 


thing by Fire ; yet thereby hath not ſo wo—_ the 
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Ink irene, hot that ſor haſt and want of Conſide- 
ration it hath ag11n heen revyutle without that Exact 
Order in the Houtzs and Strects that might tecure 1t 
trom having that dingerous Elcment {otorally pre- 
vail the third time. And thould it do lo, (which God _ 
torbid) it would level many Coſtly and Stately Hou- 
ſes which Compole amongſt many other little ones, 
that Popular though ſomething Confuled Town ;
